SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The book entitled Sweet Anticipation is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book promotes and supports the exploitation of children and young persons for 
sexual purposes. The book promotes the exploitation of children and young persons 
through photographs of young girls ranging in age from approximately four to fourteen 
years in sexualised contexts. One photograph of a very young girl presents her naked 
and tied with white rope which is knotted in a bondage fashion. A series of 
photographs depicts a girl of approximately fourteen engaged in vaginal intercourse 
with a male. There is a variety of text which is attributed to young girls describing 
sexual experiences with adult men. The photographs and text are intended to sexually 
arouse the reader. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) has been 
considered in relation to this book. However, si 4 does not apply to this publication 
because it has been determined that s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993 applies. This provision overrides the NZBR Act because it is a 
deeming provision which cannot be given a meaning that is consistent with the rights 
and freedoms of the NZBR Act. 
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
